STEAMER ASHORE ON RACINE REEF. 


EK. A. Shores, from Chicago to Milwaukee, 

May Prove a Total Loss, 

Racing, Wis., March 9,.—[Special.]—The 
steamer E. A. Shores, en route from Chicago 
to Milwaukee with a cargo of 25,000 bushels 
of wheat, ran on Racine reef at 5:45 o’clock 
this morning. Part of the cargo was jetti- 
soned, and the steamer could have been re- 
ieased but it sprung a leak and filled so rapid- 
ly it was run farther on the reef. Late to. 
night the boat is in a dangerous position, 
as the stern is constantly sinking and it 
is feared the boat will slide off the 
reef at any time and sink. At the time of the 
accident a haze condition rendered it i:npos- 
sible to determine the distance from the land 
at which the steamer was-running. When it 
was found the steamer could not be released 
with her own power a boat was lowered and 
Capt. Stark, one of the owners, and Louis 
Olson, the master of the Shores, caine to Ra- 
cine for assistance. Tugs were sent 
to wreck, and the life-saving crew car- 
ried a hawser to the Shores and an attempt was 
made to pull the steamer off the reef. A bad 
leak developed, however, and one of the tugs 
left for Milwaukee for steam pumps. The 
life-savers remained alongside to take off the 
crew if necessary. hores was built at 
Sheboygah in 1892 for the lumber-carrying 
trade.

Bat One Game Finished When Time Is 
Catied and the Others iu Such a Doubt- 
ful State That Referee Lasker, in Lon- 
don, Saggests a Draw, Which Is Ac- 
cepted by the New York Players-A 
Great Encounter Which Attracts 
World-Wide Interest. 


New Yor«, March 9.—[Special.]—The ca- 
ble chess match between the Manhattan 
Chess club of this city and the British Chess 
club today resulted in a draw. When play 
ceased at 6:80 o'clock only one game was 
finished, its result being a draw, and the other 
games were left in such a doubtful state when 
play was stopped that a decision was consid- 
‘ered impossible, When Lasker was asked at 
London to adjudicate upon these games 
he proposed that the match be called a draw, 
as the adjudicating of the remaining games 
could aot be satisfactory to either club. The 
proposition was accepted. Hundreds of chess- 
players from all parts. of the country were 
present throughout the day. The only game 
which was finished was that between D. G. 
Baird and Mills. 

As regards the other games Lipschutz had 
an advantage at one time, but Owen man- 
aged to equalize matters later on. Showalter, 
on the other hand, had adecided advantage 
when his game was stopped, and it looked as 
though he would have won had the contest 
been continued to the end.

MEASURES SPEED OF A CANNON BALL 


Wonderful Timing Instrument Exhibited 
by a Yale Professor. 

Naw Yors, March 9.—([Special.]—What is 
ciaimed to be the most wonderful timing in- 
strument in the world was exhibited before 
the members of the departments of pedagogy 
and synchrology' of the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences this 
morbing. It is called a pendulum- 
chronoscope, and has excited widespread in- 
terest in the scientific world. It measures ac- 
curately down to the one-thousandth part of 
a second and is expected to take the place at 
once of the old-style chronoscopes in scien- 
tific ‘aboratories. idea of the 
instrument was originally suggested by a 
New York professor and has been perfected 
by a Yale scientist. Prof. E. W. Scripture of 
Yale exhibited it during his final lecture on 

ractical synchrology at the Brooklyn 

nstitute. It can used with the 
quickness of a stop-watch, and neither elec- 
trician nor mathematician is needed to operate 
the instrument, which is mechanical with 
simple electrical attachments. The

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ERROR IN THE BILL LEGALIZES A 
WINTER RAOB MBBTING. 


Instead of Prohibiting Races Between Nov, 
15 and Aprii 15 of Two Years It Pro- 
hibits It Between Nov, 15 and April 15 
of Any One YeareBard Biow at Har- 
ness Race Men—tiov, Matthews to Blame 
=—Lawyers Have Different Opinions 
About the Matter, 

Inptanapotis, Ind., March 9.—[{Special, |— 
Roby has triumphed and it is believed that 
Roby can start a winter meectirig Nov. 16, 
and run without interference until the follow- 
ing April. This was made public today and 
is based on an error in the anti-Roby bill 
which the Legislature passed and whieh Gov, 
Matthews signed this week, that legalizes 
winter racing In Indiana and shuts out ail 
racing, trotting, of running from 
April 15 to Nov, 16. It was in- 
tended to kill winter racing, and sum- 
mer racing is hit instead. The legislative 
session adjourned tonight. The session 
proper does not conclude until Monday 
night, but to correct the blunder in the Roby 
bill would require a new measure and noth- 
ing of this nature can be passed on the last 
day. There is no provision whereby the bill 
can be corrected except killing it by passing 
anew bill. To do this the Gavernor would 
have to.call a special session and it is hardly 
probable that he will brave the ridicule and 
general criticism of the public and press by 
incurrmg such an expense to the State, es- 
pecially when he drew the bill, 

Error in Wording, 

That portion wherein the error occurs is: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Goneral Assemb 
of the State ofIndiana that it shall be unlawf 
for any person. corporation, company, or 49380- 
ciation to cause, permit, or allow any horse,

Is is held here that the three words “in any 
year’ confine the meaning of the bill to the 

months between Aprii 15 and Nov. 15 of a 

calendar year and cannot apply to the winter 

months covering a part of two years from 

Nov. 15 to Apri 15. 

The Roby track lawyers had been aware of 
this error in the bill fora week. It was for this 
reason that they made only a feebie denial of 
the accusation that they were at the bottom 
of the theft of the Roby bill this week. They 
were afraid that the attention attracted, to the 
bill would result in some one discovering the 
fatal blunder. This is the proof that Lawyer 
Knotts of Hammond has been promising he 
would offer next Monday to show that neither 
himself nor any one connected with Roby 
wanted the bill stolen. 

Death to Trotting Races. 

All the friends of Roby are jollifying to- 
night and the news has been telegraphed to 
the Chicago men interested in Roby race 
track. Itis said Roby will not be satisfied 
simply with the privilege of giving a winter 
race meeting, but that the Roby lawyers will 
see that the bill is enforced to the letter 
against the trotting-horse men throughout 
Indiana whose powerful lobby was responsi- 
ble for the attempt to kill winter racing. 

The bill as it stanas cannot help causing a 
most bitter ight in the courts, as under it an 
injunction will hold against every trotting 
and fair association in the State that attempts 
to pull off a summer meeting, and there are 
said to be some seventy-five or more of 


these.

Rio pz Jaxztno, Feb. 16.—The following is 
an account of the mass-meeting held here 
| Welnsalias, Feb. 12, to celebrate the. decis- 
ion of President Cleveland in favor of Brazil 
and against the Argentine Republic in the 
question of the claim to jurisdiction over the 
territory of Missiones: 

The committee, consisting of Serredallo Cor 
rea, Dr. Agostinho Dos Reis, Dr. Antonio Azere- 
do, Dr. Eipidio de Mesquita, and Sefior de Vas 
Concellos, sent written invitations to the United 
States Minister. Thomas L. Thompson, and the 
Argertine Minister to be present. Mr. Thomp- 
son during the afternoon of Feb. 11 called at the 
foreign office and explained that. as he repre 
sented the President of the United States in the 
affair of the arbitration, he could not be present. 
The following telegram sent to Baron de Rio 
Branco, Washington, was read by Dr. Dos Reis: 

“Rio Branco, Washington, D. C.: The peo- 
ple of Brazil, in a vast mass-meeting, acclaim, 
amidst paims, your name, and send you entha- 
siastic greetings on account of the honorable 
decision of the question of the Missiones. 

“The Brazlian Republic and the Argentine 
Confederation, commemorating! the victory of 
peace and of right, by means of arbitration, 
establish the patriotic example of the real ag- 
‘grandizement of American Nations. 

“ The undersigned, in the name of the people 
here, met and expressed the unanimous senti- 
ment of the whole nation, salute you with the 
ut most enthusiasm, for the commission of which 
you are the worthy chief merits the heartful 
-praise of the Fatherland and of republican

EMPEROR WILLIAM INTERESTED IN 
THE AMERIOAN PRODUCT. 


Public Interested in the Opening of the.

Bzztix, March 9.—The public is looking 
forward to the vonvening of the State Coun- 
cil Tuesday with a deal of interest. Emperor 
William will deliver a comprehensive ad- 
dress, defining the scope of the deliberations 
and the propositions to be submitted te the 
council. The question of the restriction or 
prohibition of. the entry of American cattle 
or meat into Germany will be one of thesub- 
jects which will be fully discussed. The Em- 
peror, personally, has obtained exhaustive in- 
formation from the Minister of Husbandry, 
Von Hammerstein, durmg an audience 
Monday with the latter, which lasted two 
hours, His Majesty took this occasion 
to familiarize himseif with the leading topics 
to be discussed by the State Council, and he 
will share the labors of that body as far as 
circumstances permit, attending many of 
the sessions if possible. Von Kanitz’s grain 
monopoly bill, according to the promise 
which the Federation of Husbandry made to 
the Emperor, will not be introduced in the 
Reichstag until after it has been considered 
by the State Council in all its bearings. 

‘Wilhelm Is Irritated. 

Emperor William ie irritated at the attitude 
of the Agrarians respecting the credits asked 
for on behalf of the Navy Department in the 
Reichstag, and it is reported that his Majesty 
has expressed his indignation rather freely 
respecting Herr von Kanitz’s bill. 
It is said that on the occasion of the recent 
banquet of the Brandenburg Diet the Em- 
peror, while privately conversing with Baron 
von Manteuffel, strongly expressed his dis- 
approval of the proposed grain monopoly. 
According to the version of the story the Em- 
peror said: 

** You cannot expest me to engage in usury 
with bread.” 

Another accdunt has it that the Emperor 
remarked : 

“*T cannot help in| making poor ppeople’s 
bread dear,’ 

An expression used with reference to the

Influensa Is Rampant. 


Influenza is still rampanthere. The Duch. 
ess of Sagan, mother of the German Ambas- 
sador at Washington, died of that disease to- 
day. The Duke of Sagan is only just recov- 
ering from an attack of the same disease. 
Emperor William’s Eldest sister, the Princess 
of Saxe-Meiningen, is improving; two Berlin 
Judges, Willner and Hofmann, have died 
from the effects of influenza, and Dr. Beller- 
mann, director of the Grey Convent and 
gymnasium; Dr. Carl Peters, the German 
explorer; M. E. de Saint Claire, First Secre- 
tary of the French Embassy; and Herr 
Dreuhmann, President of the Court of Cham- 
bers, are among those prostrated. The epi- 
demic is seriously interfering with the bus- 
iness of the law courts and in several public 
schools and gymnasiums, owing to the sick. 
ness of so many of the teachers and pupils, 
whole classes have been suspended. In the 
whole of Germany last week Nuremburg had 
the doubtful honorof heading tne influenza 
statistics with the biggest sick list. Ham. 
burg came next with 1,485; Breslau, Co- 
logne, and Halle were affected in a lesser de- 
gree. The family of United Ststes Am- 
bassador Runyon have ail recovered from at- 
tacks of influenza, and Thursday night a bali 
was given at the Ambassador’s house, 

Emperor aod Duke. 

"The long and friendly conversation which 
the Emperor had with the Duke of Cumber- 
land, while his Majesty was in Vienna upon 
the occasion of the funeral of Grand Duke 
Albrecht, has revived the hopes of the Guelph 
party inGermany. In the court circles the 
opinion prevails that Prince George will be 
reigning Duke of Brunswick upon attaining 
his majority m October, 1898, the Prince 
Regent Albrecht being wealthy and not enam- 
ored of his office. He harbors no intention of 
founding a dynasty for Brunswick. Heis, be- 
sides, an ultra-Legitimist and never approved 
of the deposition of the Guelphs, The Prince 
Regent regards the regency as a provisional 
arrangement, and absents himself from Bruns- 
wick as frequently as he decently can. Sat- 
urday he goes to England to enjoy sea bath- 
ing at Ilfracombe until the middie of April. 
A refiex of the new condition of things was 
seen in the Reichstag this week, when «

Mennonite Refuses the Oath, 


A curious and exceptional case of insubordi- 
nation occurred recently in the Emperor 
Alexander Regiment of Grenadiers of the 
Guard. An Alsatian recruit named Troe- 
hener, belonging to the Ménnonites, whose 
creed forbids them to take oath or 
use the word, jeined that regi- 
ment et the beginnomg of the year. 
he Mennonites previous to the year 1867 
were exempt from military service, but that 
privilege has since been canceled, Troehener 
objected to taking the oath of allegiazice and 
then simply refused to take a rifle in his 
‘hands, Vor this he was sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment in a fortress. The 
term expired Saturday and he was escorted 
back to his regiment, Tuesday morning 
when his company paraded the Captain 
asked him if he would then take a rifle, and 
Troehener replied, without wavering, ‘ No, 
Captain.” He was immediately marched to 
the military prison and the following day he 
attempted suicide, The military suthorities 
are in a quandary asto how to deal with this 
stubbornness. 

Story of Youthfal Crime, 


A remarkable story of youthful crime is re- 
ported from Naumberg, in the Province of 
Saxony. A boy named Brechel,from the 
Zeitz Reformatory, was sentenced last July to 
four years’ imprisonment: for strangling a 
comrade named Schorf with his suspenders 
during a quarrel, according to the testimony 
of two of their comrades, Junge and Hoff- 
man, both 17 years of age. Towards the end 
of last year a second boy was strangled, and 
the inquiry which followed resulted in the ar- 
rest of Junge, Hoffman, and two other boys, 
Moebus and Blankenburg, aged respectively 
16 and 15 years. Junge and Hoffman 
then confessed to having commit 
ted perjury durng the trial of 
Brechel, and declared Wednesday, 
all four were arraigned, that the 
murder of Schorf was premeditated. Brechel, 
it appears,/ated the reformatory and wanted 
to be sent'to prison, whereupon Junge per- 
suaded Brechel to murder Schorf, who was a 
weak little boy. Brechel at first was unwill- 
ingtodoso. He afterwards yielded and at- 
tempted to strangle Schorf, but gave up the 
intention, although Junge aided him, saying: 

* He is blue in the face already.” 

Ge Strangles Schorf. 


The next day Brechel, instigated by Junge, 
strangled little Schorf while Junge covered 
the victim’s face, as Brechel did not like to 
see it. 

In the second case of murder, the one which 
sccurred at the end of last year, Junge sug- 
gested the same pian to Moebus and Blanken- 
burg, who were anxious to escape from the 
reformatory, and a boy who slept between the 
two latter was chosen as the victim. During 
the night Moebus crept up to the victim’s 
bed, tied his suspenders around the lad’s 
neck without waking him, and then Moebus 
pulled one end of the suspender while 
Biankenburg pulled the other until the boy 
was dead. The shrieks of the victim awoke 
the other boysin the dormitery, but they 
were silenced by the threats of Moebus, The 
iatter then returned to his bed and slept 
soundly until morning.

Lonpon, March 9.—The weather and epi- 
demic of influenza have been moderating 
recently, although thousands of houses are 
still without water as a result of frozen pipes, 
and many thousands of people are suffering 
from the prevailing malady. The present epi- 
demic of influenza has been more severely 
felt in London than in any other part of 
the country, and the death rate has risen dur- 
ing the last week from 21 per. 1,000, the 
normal rate, to 88.5 per 1,000, Lord 
Rosebery, as it now appears, has been 
more seriously ill than was generally 
imagined, but is improving slowly. 
Among the other distmguished sufferers is 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts, The Home Sec- 
retary, Mr. Asquith, has recovered; Henry 
Fowler, Secretary of State for Indian Affairs, 
is confined to his room; the Marchioness of 
Salisbury is now able to leave her bed, and 
the Duchess of Sutherland is down with an 
attack of the same disease. 

The Queen’s drawing-room at Sasitiiehinn 
Palace Wednesday showed the effect of the 
influenza epidemic, for the usual attendance 
was considerably reduced. At the drawing- 
room, by the way, it was noticed that pink 
and blue were the prevailing colors in the 
toilets, although mauve satin was greatly 
worn, The weather was so cold that it drove 
the public away from the, Mall and, general. 
ly speaking, the function was far from being 
a brilliant one. 

Absence of the Princess. 

Many rumors have been circulated. regard- 
ing the absence of the Princess of Wales from 
the drawing-room; but the general opinion 
seenis to be that the failure of the Princess to 
be present upon that occasion was the result 
of feeble health sad the fact that she was de- 
sirous of not exposing herself to the cold or of 
incurring the attendant fatigue,

bread every time. 
First, I put one cake and a half of yeast 
foam, which you buy at the grocery, to soak 
in warm water enough to cover them, While 
this is soaking I grate two medium-sized po- 
tatoes and stir in one and one-half quarts of 
boiling water, together with two tablespoon* 
fuls of flour and two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar. I let the mixture stand until it 
has become lukewarm; then I stir in the 
yeast foam. After this has thoroughly raised 
it is ready for use. Put the batter in a two- 
gallon jar with two tablespoonfuls of salt and 
set itin acool place, but where it will not 
freeze, and it wili keep for a month, ready for 
use at any time, 

“When Iam ready to make bread I shake 
up the yeast, take outa scant half cup and 
mixtit witha quart of warm water. Then 
add flour until it formsa batter so stiff that 
when raised up in aspoon it will break off 
short. In winter the flour should be warmed, 
but in summer it is not necessary. This 
sponge is then set in a warm place to rise 
over night, " 

“ Early in the morning it is ready to knead. 
If it should not be raised enoughI set the 
pan in the oven until the sponge is warmed 
up. At the first kneading put in flour enough 
to make a stiff dough. When the dough 
works stiff on my hands I know that there is 
flour enough. Then iet it rise again. The 
temperature must be near 70° to make bread

‘*No,”’ said the vender. “ You do not get 
first-class peanuts in this country in this way. 
The best peanuts are used for other purposes, 
They are made into meal and grits by scien- 
tific men, and in Germany they are prepared 
for sick people in the hospitals.

Alley Stockholders Asked to Put Up $12.50 
a Share, 

The plan of settlement of the financial 
problem of the Rapid Transit company has 
for its main feature an assessment of $12.50 
a share on the stock of the road. A number 
of conferences have been held between Lyman 
J. Gage, Byron L, Smita, W. B, Walker, E. 
L. Lobdell, Marshall Field, and L. Z. Leiter. 
These men are not exactly a committee rep- 
resenting the security-holders, for they are in 
& measure self-appointed, but they do, never- 
theless, represent very large interests in 
the property. Mr. Gage represents about 
$2,000,000 of the first section bonds. Mr. 
Field and Mr. Smith are also largely 
interested in the first section bonds; Mr. Leiter 
represents both the second section bonds and the 
stock; Mr. Walker has an interest in both classes 
of bonds, and Mr, Lobdell was one of the com- 
mittee of stockholders appointed at the annual, 
meeting to devise some financial measures. The 
several conferences between these six men have 
resulted in a general agreement along the lines, 
of funding the coupons on both issues ot bonds 
for a period, providing a way is found to raise 
money necessary to build the Englewood and 
Pies aon extensions. Attorney we who 

thoroughly familiar with all the legal ases 
of the situation, and eaaion of 
both mortgages and a director of the 
company, was delegated to formulate a plan 
in detail along the lines which the members 
of the committee have agreed to.

It can be said authoritatively, how- 
ever, that the plan contemplates a voluntary as- 
sessment of $12.50 a share and the stock- 
holders will not receive a securi in return for 
the money id in which will have a market 
value of anything nearly equal to the assess- 
ment. The men who have formulated this pian 
aro notat all sanguine the stockholders 
will it, but ener, consider it 
merely a matter of good faith ut 
forward some propestiten for on "consideration 
of the stockholders before mov direction 
of a foreciosure. The plan is, of cuneie, without 
any special authority and can only in the 
nature of a recommenda The terms which 
are offered to the stockholders are probably 
about the same as they would receive in the event 
of a forvclosure. It would probably not be a 
difficult matter to demonstrate ¢hat it is exce)- 
lent business judgment on the part of the stock- 
Lolders to accept the terms which have been pro- 

sed. [It is admitted to be next to impossible, 

owever, to get stockholders to agree to a volun- 
tary assessment, and most of the security hoiders 
believe that a foreclosure will be the ultimate 
outeomeé,
